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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record neither teaches nor reasonably suggests an automated target inspection system where a 
sensor, placed adjacent to a scanning zone formed by a radiation source and detector, senses 
when a first portion of a moving target has passed through the scanning zone and when a second 
portion of the moving target is about to enter the scanning zone, and then sends a signal to the 
automatic target inspection system after the first portion of the moving target passes the sensor, 
where the signal activates a shutter control system to initiate a scan of the second portion of the 
moving target as required by the combinations as claimed in each of claims 1,11 and 21 . 

The best prior art of record, Bermbach et al (US 6,03 1,890), teach the practice of sending 
a signal to an automated target inspection system to initiate a scan of a second portion of a 
moving target before the first portion of the moving target passes the sensor rather than after the 
first portion passes the sensor. 

Claims 2-10 and 12-20 are allowed by virtue of their dependency.
